His head was almost severed from his 
body. — Nicholusville Democrat. 

Seventeen people are kuown to have 
lost their lives in the wreck on the Nor- 
folk aud Western railroad, near Lynch- 
burg, and it is believed many others 
were burned iii (he fire that followed 
the crash.

No oilier city 
whose clearings amount $4,000,000, or 
over, shows such a large per cent, of 
increase as Louisville.

Local buyers and farmers have been 
interesting themselves during the past 
week in makiug estimates as to what 
will he the probable yield of the wheat 
crop. It is generally couceided that It 
will be as large as it usually is, and 
some think there will he a falling ofl 
of at, least one-third. A gentleman 
told us that he had closely investigated 
several fields ju which the grain had 
been cut, and he iiad found an inch of 
the top of almost every head destroyed, 
and tiie grain louse was the destroyer. 
— Midway Clipper. • 

Robert L Porter, Superintendent of 
Census, says: “It is equally import- 
ant to the country that the returns in 
relation to farm products and livestock 
should be full and correct. Tiie en- 
umerator in the house to house visit lie 
will make during tiie month of June, 
1890, is constantly met with the fact 
that farmers keep no books and hence 
returns are not infrequently guess 
work. Tiie census year begins June 
1st next and ends May 31st, 1890. If 
farmers throughout the country would 
note this fact and keep accouut of (lie 
products of their farma^during tbe cen- 
sus year it wouid he of material aid in 
securing reliable returns lor the 
Eleventh Census.” 

A New York telegram of the 25th 
says: The annual sale of the South- 
down sneep at the fold iu Central Park 
look place yesterday. Along with tbe 
sheep seventy-five fleeces were sold. 
They brought about $100, the wool be- 
ing of a sugerior puality. The first 
choice of a ram lamb was purchased by 
Wendell Goodwiu, of tbis city, for 
$24.50. The ram was three months 
old. Samuel Allyn, of Rock port, Tex., 
bought ten rams at $100 each, S. B. 
Newell, of Great Barrington, Moss., 
three nt $11.50 each. Altogether forty- 
one slieep were sold. They brought 
with the fleeces $500. They were ail 
taken away, except four that are going 
on Saturday by steamer to Galveston, 

Tbe Inter Ocean does not propose to 
disguise the fact that the wheat crop in 
North Dakota this year will be far be- 
low the average ot years passed. The 
difficulty is not In tbe soil ; it Is not in 
the lack of proper cultivation, or iu 
poor seed, but is wholly in tiie great 
need of rain. In some portions of the 
country the grain looks well. Perhaps 
one-fourth of the area sown to wheat 
will yield good returns; another foortli 
will bring an average crop; another 
will scarcely pay (or cutting and the 
balance will uot be cut at all. Knelt is 
the condition at the present lime. 
Heavy rains within the next few days 
will help tiie late sown grain. Those 
who fix the price of wiieat may as well 
prepare lo pay a good round figure this 
year. — Devils Lake luter Ocean.

Tiie cotton harvester is at last to be 
practically tested. Tiie Mason Cotton 
Harvester Co., of Charleston, who have 



for several years been perfecting their 
picker, have made a contract with tiie 
Chattanooga Agricultural Works for 
the manufacture of a number of pickers 
in lime for tiie coming crop. Mr. John 
P. Richardson, one of tbe most exten- 
sive planters in tiie South, alter a care- 
ful investigation has agreed to buy a 
number, and estimates be will save 
$30,000 in tbe picking of Ids cotton 
crop compared with hand picking. He 
says: “I believe the machiue t iu its 
present condition, will pick cotton at a 
cost of not exceeding 15 ceuls per hun- 
dred, and, as you know we have to 
pay cotton-pickers from 50 cents to 
$1 25 per hundred for picking.’’ — Man- 
ufacturers' Record. 

Col. Bennett H. Yonng, In a letter to 
(lie Courier-Journal, calls attention to 
tiie fact that grape rot has made its ap- 
pearance lu this vicinity. He thinks 
this ravaging disease, which has de- 
stroyed so many bright hopes of a grape 
crop, can be effectually stayed by the 
use of (he remedies proposed by the 
Agricultural Bureau at Washington, 
which are, first: Eau celeste, which 
consists of 1 lb. copper sulphate, ! j 
pints liquid amonia and 22 gallons of 
water. Second, the Bordeaux mixture, 
consists of 6 Ibe. copper sulphate, 4 lbs. 
fretli lime aud 22 gallons water. Dis- 
solve the copper sulphate and lime in 
separate vessels aud add the water. A 
larger or smaller portion may be made 
— using same proportions. On the ap- 
pearauce of the rot, spray, or throw 
the mixture on the vines with a brush 
or broom. The Government author- 
ities had such confiideuce in these 
remedies that tlielr Use was strongly 
recommended.— Farmers Home Jour- 
nal.

Kentuckians 
and Tennesseeans have been faithful to 
Proctor Knott, aud their empty pock- 
ets attest the depth of the devotion 
they have lavished Upon the big chest- 
nut gelding, but it is uow time for 
them to grucefuiiy acknowledge the 
superiority of the Montana colt, since 
it has been proven in tlitee exciting 
duels of speed. If our representative 
had to be beaten we prefer that Spokane 
should have been the winner, since lie 
is half Kentuckian himself, for, though 
not b»ru on Kentucky soil, he is of 
pure Kentucky blood, aud dates his de- 
cent from tiie Bluegrass. It is a pity 
that Spokane is not entered iu auy of 
the great Eastern stakes, where lie 
could meet tiie blue bloodifof the New 
York racing stables. Although carry- 
ing extra and heavy weights, the ease 
with which he ran away from the pride 
of Kentucky and California at Chicago 
proves that he is not likely to meet a 
dangerous competitor on either side of 
the Alleghenies. — Courier-Journal. 

Richard Johnson, of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, who lias beeu travel- 
ing in the West with the object of as- 
certaining what the couditiou of range 
and farm cattle now ia, and what im- 
provemeuta have been made iu grade 
of stock, says of the results of Ids ob- 
servations: "In some sections it is not 
to be denied that the grade of tiie cat- 
tle lias deteriorated in a marked degree. 
This is especially true of the extreme 
Northwest and tiie farms east of the 
Missouri river. Four or five years ago 
what are known as the Oregon cattle, 
though by no means confined to the 
State of Oregon, were by all odds the 
best to be found on the range. They 
were nearly invariably three-quarters 
or five-sixths Durham, ran high in 
flesh, weighing 150 to 250 pounds more 
than Moutana and Dakota stock, and 
their beef was equal to that of fine, 
stall-fed stock. To day halfbreeds are 
in the majority, the beef produced is 
not nearly so fine, and tiie average 
weight of (lie cattle has fallen off near- 
ly one hundred pounds. “One fact has 
been proved beyond a doubt, and (hat 
is that neither in A cold or dry 
section of the country should the Dur- 
ham be introduced. In the farms in 
tiie agricultural belts of Minnesota, 
Dakota, Iowa aud western Missouri 
farmers are still aiming to reduce 
rather than to increase their holdings. 
Breeders there are selling off their 
beeves and steers aud replacing them 
with horses.”

SOLITARY AS A GOD.

As yet the doings of the Chlneaa 
rtaire Hb particular Interest nuts hi* 
their own country. The marriage 01 
the Emperor is a strong proof that 
this is the case. An imperial alliance 
pf tho same kind ip the, West would 
nave sent a flatter thrOiigl! bVbry court 
in Europe. Mo Chaneelor or Premier 
will disturb himself about the rank or 
tho relations of tho lady who bocomcs 
tho Empress of China. In tho 
Flowery Land Itself the choos- 
ing of an imperial bride has no 
political interest; she comes from 
no royal house; princely or even blue 
blood Is not a necessary qualification. 
She has to be selected from the “Eight 
Banners,” a phrase which expresses 
the Mnnchu army of Pekin. We should 
ball them the "guards,” for they are 
the personal defenders Of the Emperor. 
Up till lately tho Emperor of China 
only knew of the Western nations as 
“foreign devils,” and the small states 
— Bueh as the Corea, which arc in con- 
tact with China — go under the name of 
the “tribute-bearing nations.” Ambas- 
sadors from those state* present tribute 
ns feudatories, and in doing so appear 
before the Emperor on their stomachs, 
knocking their heads on the ground — 
a ceremony known as the “kow- 
tdw;” Tho Bon bf Heaven could 
not condescend to ask for a companion 
to the "Dragon Throne” from 
any of the rulers of these insignificant 
countries. It is the Dowager Empress 
who chooses the lady who becomes 
her successor. The Dowager Empress 
in the present ense is not the mother 
of tho Emperor; she is the mother of 
the late Emperor Tung-chili. DuriTlg 
his minority she and the Empress of 
Iliomfung acted Os Regents j on Tting- 
chlh's death in 187a, when tho present 
Emperor, then a mere child, was ap- 
pointed to tho throne, the two ladies 
again took charge of the government 
as Regents. In 1881 the other 
Empress died. She was known as 
tho “Eastern Empress,” and tho 
“Western Empress” continued tho re- 
gency. On his marriage the Emperor 
assumes full powers and the Regent 
retires into private life. 

The present Emperor was born in 
1871; he is tho son of Prince Chun, 
one of the brothers of the Emperor 
Hien-Fung. He is thus a full cousin 
to the laic Emperor Ttmg-Chih, who 
died in 1875. The latter died child- 
less. thus causing a break in the direct 
succession Cff the Ta-Chiug, or “Great 
Pure Dynasty." Tung-Chih left a will 
appointing the present Emperor to 
succeed him on the throne. His name 
before becoming Emperor was Tsai- 
tien; but on becoming Emperor of 
China a new name is always as- 
summed, and the new ruler will bo 
known as Kwang-su, which means 
“An Inheritance of Glory." 
Vast ns may bo the Empire 
of China, many as may be the 
millions ho rulos over, this young man 
of eighteen must, at least for some 
years to come, count for little in tho 
national policy. Documents will be 
placed before him. and ho with the 
“Dragon Poncil” will sigu them. As 
Emperor he becomes a priest, and will 
have now to officiate in the Imperial 
temples, the great celebration being 
that at the temple of Heaven. At the 
Confucial temple he has to address the 
literati; and an important duty in 
Chinese eyes is thaj of visiting the 
tombs of tho dynasty, whore he offers 
sacrifice and worships his ancestors. 
These tombs are some distance to the 
northwest of Pekin and have 
to be visited once a year by 
tho reigning Emperor. If an 
Emperor of China sbould chnnco 
to have natural abilities, he labors 
under the greatest disadvantages in 
their development Every action of 
his life is a fT acted by the etiquette of 
an elaborate ceremonial; the two hun- 
dred-volumes and the "officials who In- 
quire into Heaven” who iaterprettholr 
meaning must swaddle up his whole 
existence os if he were a mummy. He 
has none of the ordinary Intercourse 
which other mortals have with their 
fellow-creatures. All who approach 
him have to do so knocking thoir 
heads on the ground; on his exalted 
throne he is cut off from all those in- 
fluences which would and do improve 
the heart and mind. His position can 
not be better expressed than by re- 
peating what tho Chinese themselves 
say: “He is as solitary as a god.” —

THE RUSSIAN POLICE. 



The Almoal Cn limited Field Occupied by 
It* Kaereeeetetlvm. 

There is probably no country in the 
world where the public power occupies 
a wider Add, plays a more important 
port, or touches the private personal 
life of the citizen at more points than 
it does in Russia In a country like 
England or the Unitod States, where 
the people are the governing power, 
the functions of tho police are simple 
and clearly defined, and are limited, 
for the most part, to the prevention or 
tho detection of crime, and the main- 
tenance of order in public places. In 
Russia, however, where the poople are 
hot the governing power, but hold to 
that powor the relation of an infant 
ward to a guardian, the polioo occupy 
a very different and much more impor- 
tant position. 

Tho theory upon which the Govern- 
ment of Russia proceeds is that the 
citizen not only is incapable of taking 
part in the management of the affair* 
of his country, hfe province or his dis- 
trict, but is incomjwtcnt to manage 
even the affairs of his own household; 
hnd that, froifi the. Uitfd when he lcdtb'4 
hid cradle and begins the struggle of 
life down to the time when bis weary 
gray head is finally laid under the sod, 
he must be guidod, directed, instruct- 
ed, restrained, repressed, regulated, 
fonced in, fenced out, braced up. kept 
down, nrtd msde to do generally whdv 
somebody else thinks is best for him. 
Tho natural outcome of this paternal 
theory of government is tbo concentra- 
tion of all administrative authority In 
the hands of a few high officials, 
hnd ad enormous Cxtcflsitfa of the po- 
lice power. Matters that id other 
countries are left to the discretion of 
the individual citizen, or to the judg- 
ment of a small group of citizens, uro 
regulated lh Russia by the Minister tJ! 
the Interior through tho imperial po- 
lice. It you are a Russian, and wish 
to establish a newspaper, you must 
ask the permission of the Minister of 
the Interior. If you wish to open a 
Sunday-school, or any othor sort of 
school, whether In a neglected slum of 
6 l Petersburg or ir, a native village in 
Kamchatka, you must ask tho permis- 
sion of the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion. If you wish to give a concert or 
to get up tableaux for the benefit of an 
Orphan asylum, you must ask permis- 
sion of tho Ji ilearest represent- 
ative of tho Minister of tho 
Interior, then submit your pro- 
gramme of exercises to a censor for 
approval or revision, and finally hand 
over the proceeds of the entertainment 
to the police, to be embczzlod or given 
to the orphan asylum, as it may hap- 
pen, If you wish to sell newspapers 
on the st reet, you must get permission, 
bo registered in the books of the police, 
and wear a numbered brass plate as 
big os a saucer around your neck. If 
vau worn to open a drug-store, a print 1 
tng-dfflea, a photograph-gallery or a 
book-store, you must get permission. 
If you are a photographer and do- 
sire to change the location of your 
place of business, you must get per- 
mission. If you are a student and go 
to a public library to consult LyelT* 
“Principles of Geology" or Spencer's 
"Social Statics," you will find that 
you can not even look at such danger 1 
ous and incendiary volumes without 
Special permission. If you are a phy- 
sician, you must get permission before 
you can practice, and then, if you do 
not wish to respond to calls in tho 
night, you must have permission to re- 
fuse to go; furthermore if you wish 
to prescribe what are known in Rus- 
sia as “powerfully-acting” medicines, 
you must have special permission, or 
the druggist will not dare to fill your 
prescriptions. If you arc a peasant 
and wish to build a bath-house on your 
premises, you must get permis- 
sion. If you wish to thresh out 
your grain in the evening by 
candle-light, you must get permission 
hr bribe the police, If you wish to gd 
more than fifteen miles away from 
your home, you must got permission. 
If you are a foreign traveler you must 
got permission to come into the Em- 
pire, permission to go out of it, per- 
mission to stay in it longer than six 
months, and must notify the police 
every time you change your hoarding- 
place. In short, you can not live, 
move or have your being in the Russian 
Empire without permission. — George

MORGANATIC MARRIAGES. 

They Arc lVrfertly R M p«cUbl>, not Con- 
fer No KlchU on the Wile. 

Morganatic marriages are but little 
understood either in the Unitod States 
or in Englnnd. By some they are fo- 
gardod as a kind of somi-logalized con- 
cubinage; by others they are believed 
to oonfer the full rights and privileges 
of an ordinary marriage. Even the 
Origin of tho word morganatic Ib uii» 
known. Its most likely derivation, 
however, is from tho Scandinavian, 
Verb "morgjan.” to “shorten or limit,” 
implying that tho rights of the inferior 
of the two contracting parties are 
limited, and do not extend to 
the full condition of the other's 
rank. Thus a morganatic wife 
has no right either to her husband's 
title or fortune. Ho is not permitted to 
charge the family domain with a life 
interest in her behalf. Bhe Is deprived 
from the appanage ordinarily reserved 
for the wife of her husband's family, 
and if he dies without specially pro- 
viding for her and her children out of 
his savingc or private and unentailed 
fortune, both she and her offspring are 
left penniless. Moreover, although the 
poeitiou of a morganatic wife is regard- 
ed as perfectly i-es pec table, yet her hus- 
band is at liberty during hor lifetime 
and without obtaining any separation or 
divoroo, to contract another marriage 
with a Princess of his own rank. 
Among the numerous instanoes there- 
of may be cited that of Prince Chris- 
tian of Schleswig-Holstein, who at the 
time when he married Princess Helena • 
of Great Britain, and became the son- [ 
in-law of Queen Victoria, was known 
to possess a morganatic wife and a 
numerous family of morganatic chil- 
dren, who lived in a small provincial 
town near Frankfort-on-the-Main. An- ! 
othor case was that of the Due de 
Berry, at one time the heir presump- | 
tlve to the throne of France, who al- i 
though morganatically married to an i 
English woman. Miss Lydia Thomp- 
son. was forced by reason of state to 
become the husband of a Princess of 
the royal house of Naples. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks, 
the sister of the present Duke of Rich- 
mond and Gordon, the most haughty 
and powerful peer of Great Britain, did 
not consider it beneath her dignity to 
become the morganatic wife of Prince 
Edward of Saxe- Weimar, a cousin of 
the reigning Grand Duke of one of tho 
smallest of the petty German States. 
She is entitled to appear at court both 
at home and abroad, not as a Princess 
of S&xo-Weimar. but only as a Countess 
of Dornburg. Another member of the 
same house. Prince Gustave of Saxe- 
Weimar, is married to a Dalmatian 
■“diva” of “cafe chaatant” fame, who, 
on the day of her wedding, received the 
title of Baroness Ncupurg. In 
the same way Prince Victor of 
Hohenlohe, who does not even ;

S ble height, and, 
afS demonstrated, exerts a pressure 
of fi flee if pounds on every square inch 
of the earth's surfaces. This being re- 
membered, we can readily conceive 
that every motion or agitation of this 
atmosphere will he sensibly felt, 
whether it occur in slight and gentle 
breezes, such as may on a summer’s 
evening refresh all animate nature, or 
whether It assume a more fearful 
character, such as when, under the 
form of the simoon, it threatens death 
to every traveler in the desert. 

By agency of the winds the atmos- 
phere is pu rifled from the noxious ef- 
fluvia which arise from the marshy 
Soft* And stagnant waters, and which 
would be destructive alike to animal 
and vegetable life; by their eurrents 
the clouds are transported into distant 
regions, where falling in rain, they re- 
fresh and fertilize lands that would 
otherwise be barren; by their aid, too, 
little seeds, provided with pinions or 
fringed, a* it were, for tho purpose- 
such is the beneficent foresight of Nat- 
ure — are borne along to spread fir 
and wide the empire of vegetation. 
The ingenuity of man. too, has made a 
lever of the winds, which he has ap- 
plied in the operation of machinery. 
Os fway be observed in wind-mills; also, 
in taking' Advantage of their power, 
and adapting them Id hi* service by 
the ingenious manner in which lh» 
sails of a ship are set to catch every 
side-wind that may still urge her ou 
her voyage. 

The reuse of winds is simple and 
Busily Understood, _ When the air, by 
which we are surrounded becomes 
specifically lighter? Irt consequence of 
which ii Mounts nihrdrds; and the 
colder and donscr air w filch ffurronndc 
the mass thus rarifiod, rushes In id 
supply its place. 

When the door of a heated apart- 
ment is thrown open, a current of air 
is thereby immediately produood; the 
warm air from the apartment passing 
out noar the top of the door, and the 
cold air from the passage rushing in 
below, 

On applying these principles to ao- 
cdUnt for the origin of tho wind, we 
find tHth; when the rays from tho sun, 
by their reflection from the earth'* 
surface, have rarifled it portion of the 
surrounding air, the air so rarifled as- 
cends into the higher regions of the 
atmosphere, and the colder air by 
which it was surrounded moves for- 
ward in a sensible current to fill the 
vacuity. When. also, a condensation 
of vapor in the atmosphere suddenly 
takes place, giving rise to clouds 
which speedily dissolve in rain, 
the temperature of tho surround- 
ing air is sensibly Uttered, and 
the colder, rushing in upon the warmer, 
gives rise to i sudden gust of wind, 
For this reason a cold, heavy shWef 
passing over head with a hasty fall of 
snow or hail. Is often attended with a 
violent and sut'en gust of wind, such
